It is a sound maxim in agriculture 
that soils should be made to grow 
thai which they will produce best 
For instance, it would be absurd to 
make the cotton lands of Uporgia 
grew corn and blue-grass to any- 
great extent and abandon cotton. oV 
to make the blue-grass region of 
Kentucky grow cotton, oranges and 
bananas; and you may thus pursue 
the thought as to ail the pioductions 
of the earth with its variota soils 
and climates. This best blue -grass 
region wiih its prey limestone basi.~ 
and tenacious clay is confined to a 
small portion of the world and ar- 
rivta at its highest perfection in nor- 
thern and middle Kentucky — Shelby 
county falling but lutle below its 
very b'ist region. Then, if left to 
themselves, our arable lands wili be 
set spontaneously in a very few 
years with this famous grass. It is 
well kuown to be one af me most 
nutritious of grasses. As an evi- 
dence, our Kentucky cattle bring 
the best prices in the Eastern mar- 
kets with infinitely less grain than is 
given western and northern cattle ; 
and, indeed, I kn)w from observa- 
tion that the very best of beef eallle 
can be made hero without irain of 
any kind, and that when they arc 
le«s than four years old. Tkao, 
again, blue grass grows without cul- 
ture and that poreaateUe whilst 

other grasses such as the soils of 
other regions will grow at all, re 
quire more or less preparation of soil 
with occasional if not annual reset- 
tug. Blue grass grows here with- 
out compulsion and almost in spite 
ol you.

Mr. A. W. Ofl'uit— As we cannot 
e ompe ta with the cheap leads 0' lae 
tfaat in raising cereals, and s w« 
r use, in central Kemucky. tin ftacet 
hie grass in the world, and tho beat 
iMttJe and moiea ou iko Market, I 
fafaf a mixed eroa of grass sud 
^r .in, with much less grain than we 
h ve been accustomed to produce. — 
I3y this m. ans we 000 live easier, 
realize as much ncti profit, and dis- 
pense witi> mueb ol our present un- 
reliable labor. I know a gentleman 
who last year procured pasturage 
Irom hi- neighbors fur his cattle 
during the summer, and by saving 
bis own grass for winter use, suc- 
ceeded by means of thisgras», some 
hay and straw and a little corn, in 
kecpin. hia cattle inline condition 
during the winter. The judicious 
system of summer fatting bogl is be- 
coming common. Twice as many 
pounds can be put on in summer 
with the same grain as in winter. - 
We se!l our cattle too early and thus 
work for the upper counties. Those 
people buy our cattle at two years 
old, graze them one year, and real- 
ize a profit of from " thirty to fifty 
dollars on the head. 

Capt. Todd- -Five years ago I 
worked four hands; I now work one 
and make about a< much as I did 
then. We can't afford to piy $J00 
for a baud and board him, and then 
employ him in changing our line 
blue-grass fields into cornfields. An 
acre o f good clover hay will winter 
as much stock as an acre of corn. — 
We should only raise a Utile rye and 
oats for horse, aud enough corn for 
home consumption andt) fatten hogs 
ti he used at home.

10 raise wheat and rye in this county 
for market. A gentleman, last year, 
contracted to cut and thresh a crop 
of wheat and rye for one-half, and 
made nothing by his contract.

— There was a considerable 
excitement in this city last week in 
the hemp market As we get it from 
the farmers, it seems that the man- 
ufacturers had formed a ring to keep 
the price of that article down. 
Into this ring went all the manufac- 
turers save one. For aome cause 
or another th* member* of it lost 
confidenee in each other, and com- 
menced to bid againat each other, 
and soon rent the price of hemp up 
to per hundred The farmers of 
course took advantage of this, and 
sold freely. This war of the manu- 
facturers raged fiercely until Friday 
evening, at which time the price of 
bemp was at its highest point. On
